To give some 
idea of the magnitude of this pro- f 
ii f, Mr. Gilchrist declared that 
tho order of metallic signs would 
require a shipm ent of 17 carloads. 
These standardized signs will be 
supplemented by hundreds of o th­ 
er painted signs to m ark individual 
points where it would be imprac- 
tlial to have tho expensive m etal­ 
lic and embossed signs designed.
